Both Average Legal and Av- 
erage Actual Reserves of 
Local Institutions Are 
Higher Than a Week Ago. 


The individual reserve standing of 
local national banks, members of the 
Boston clearing house, at present and a 
week ago, is presented in the table given 
below. In addition to the legal reserve 
earried here and in New York (one half 
may stand in the form of deposits with 
the New York correspondent banks), we 
compute what may be called actual re- 
serve at present, as indicated by the ex- 
cess reserve in New York, The excess 
with New York reserve 
agents over the amount which may be 
counted as half of legal reserve is here 
counted part of reserves instead of 
simply an offset to deposit liabilities, as 
is done in figuring legal reserves. 

The excess or actual reserve over 25 
per cent denotes the amount which 
might be deducted from the total re- 
serves in both cities, Boston and New 
York, and still leave—fhe legal reserve 
intact.

NEEDED 


The expansion of American Agricul- 
tural Chemical during the current fiscal 
year to end June 30 next, in both gross 
sale*, net profits and property invest- 


, ment, will exceed any 12 months in its 


history. 

Gross sales through plant additions 
and natural expansion before the.end of 
the fiscal year will be running at @ rate 
30 per cent larger than in 1910. Gross 
sales normally increase about 10 per 
eent per annum. In addition, the com- 
pany has arranged for the construction 
of three new plants at Savannah, Wil- 
mington and Columbia in the South. 
These are new works and will be built 
and finished as rapidly as possible. In 
addition American Agricultural has al- 
ready bought two fertilizer plants fully 
equipped and previously owned by in- 
dependent interests, both located in Ala- 
bama, and has taken an option on a third 
plant now manufacturing high-grade fer- 
tilizers.

Other additions, betterments 
and extension will bring the outlay for 
1911 plant expansion up to about 
$2,000,000. 

In addition to this is the fact that a 
30 per cent expansion in gross business 
necessarily places a heavy strain upon 
working capital. Fertilizer products are 
not quick sellers. A fertilizer company 
is the very opposite of the packers, who 
turn their working capital twice a month. 
A fertilizer company ia lucky to turn its 
capital twice in 18 months. In order to 
cope with this big growth in business, 
American Agricultural Chemical must 
sooner or later provide more working cap” 
ital either through sale of more preferred, 
through issuance of notes or sale of all 
ot a portion of the remaining $4,000,000 
treasury bonds. There is no exigency 
about the matter. It is-merely one of 
those ultimate events which “cast their 
shadows before.”

19 ASKED 10 REDUCE 
BATES ON ITS LINES 


Parliament Takes Up Ques- 
tion, and Member Is In- 
formed Railway Is Now 
Under Commission Control. 


LOW RATES IN WEST 


OTTAWA, Ont.—In the Canadian Par- 
liament a discussion of railway rates on 
the Canadian Pacific railway brought up 
the subject of the earning capacity of 
Canadian roads and also the question 


of the application of governmental con- 


tro] over the affairs of any such com- 
panies as the Canadian Pacific railway. 
According to an act passed in 1881, the 
Canadian Pacific railway was bound to 
reduce rates when its net earnings ex- 
ceeded 10 per cent of capital invested. 

The member for York, Ont., computed 
that the company had now reached the 
period when its earnings warranted this 
reduction of rates and he considered 
that Parliament. would be within its 
rights in demanding this. 

In response to the expectation of lower 
rates, it wag stated that the original 
provision that Parliament should have 
power.to reduce the company’s tolls 
“only when the net earnings exceeded 
10 per vent of the capital,” had been 
abrogated by the affairs of the Canadian 
Pacifi¢ railway being placed under the 
control of the railway commission. 

In allowing this rearrangement the 
company laid itself open to having its 
rates reduced whether or not they had 
reached the 10 per cent stage, if in the 
opinion of the commission such reduction 
were justifiable; that is, the Canadian 
Pacific railway is now upon the same 
footing before the commission, as are the 
other railways—and with this alteration 
Parliament naturally could no longer 
‘laim the right to enforce the provisions 
of 1881 as an act of 1897 embodied the 
newer regulations. 

It was brought forward that the 10 
per cent could only be considered as re- 
ferring to the interest on capital in- 
vested in the railroad Ypart from its 
steamship and hotel services and apart 
fromearnings realized by its sale of 
lands. 

Mr. Maclean objected strongly to the 
elimination of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way “lands” in calculating the earnings, 
as they had been given by the people 
as a direct asset for the future of the 
railway and were so considered by all 
parties at the incepticn of the company. 

The government contended that a 
strict reading of the charter would not 
include a computation of the ecarnings 
of these “lands”; and, furthermore, that 
a calculation of the railroad earnings 
company’s earnings 
would involve the government in inter- 
minable work in view of which the 
Canadian Pacific railway had agreed to 
the placing of its affairs under the ruling 
of the railway commission. It was 
stated that Canadian Pacific railway 
rates were lower than those in the 
western states. 

Mr. Maclean did not withdraw his 
motion even in the face of general dis- 
sent and explanations, and although it 
was lost, his bringing it forward drew at- 
tention to the general question of the in- 
creasing power of large business inter- 
ests, and the opposition leader (while 
not agreeing with Mr, Maclean) took 
the opportunity to give notice that he 
would introduce a motion calling for 
such a law as would lead to enforcement 
of all federal sehen | passed in the 
public interest. 

He reminded the Heute that although 
an anti-combines law had been passed 
last session there had been no provision 
made for its enforcement; at the time 
of its enactment he had pointed out this 
weakness and now did so again.

In’ the 
rear is a beautifully kept flower garden, 
while the front view is the Wetering 
park, one of the most beautiful little 
parks in the city. 

The American consulate in Amsterdam 
is perhaps better situated than the office 
of any other country in the city. It 
is not only centrally located, as regards 
the best hotels and the heart of the | 
city’s business, but is served by the 
city’s trams with all the important | 
lines. 
also serves as a residence for the consul, 
who has added further interest to the 
premises by furnishing his home through- | 
out with a very fine collection of antique | 
furniture, obtained in the various coun- | 
tries of hurope. | 

Amsterdam, being the capital of the | 
Netherlands, is a very busy commercial | 
city. Diamond polishing is one of its | 
most important industries, the exports | 
of diamonds to the United States alone | 
to upwards of $12,000,000 | 
annually. It is estimated that about 
50,000 American tourists visit Amster- 
dam annually.

IN ARMS TRAFFIC.

LONDON—According to the consular 
report on the trade of Muskat, the prin- 
cipal port of the Sultan of Oman in east- 
ern Arabia, the total value of the import 
and export trade for the year 1909, 
amounted to £831,340. This figure shows 
a decrease of 16 per cent, which is due 
mainly to the decrease of over £133,700 
in the import of arms and ammunition, 
and of over £20,000 in the export of 
specie. The export of arms and ammuni- 
tion has been reduced to a great extent 
through the measures taken by the Brit- 
ish and Persian governments as well 
as the sheikhs on the littoral ‘of the 
Persian gulf, to restrict the traffic in 
arms. Owing to the export having been 
reduced, the import has fallen off in pro- 
portion, for Muskat is principally a dis-

What, then, shall be said of Li Yu Ying, home address Peking. 
who has established himself in Paris and believes he has something 
of value in the cooking line for even the surfeited Parisians’ ‘This, 
assuredly, is blazing a new trail where it must have required con- 
siderable courage to venture. China teaching France how to cook! 
Here, to say the least, is a gastronomical novelty. 

Son of a former minister of state at Peking, Li ‘ing, atier 
studying scientific agriculture in France returned to his native land 
two years ago. Apparently impressed with what the French hac 
taught him, he nevertheless considered it possible to produce somie 
thing different from anything they had to show. For this purpose 
progressive Chinese assisted Li Ying in forming a company with 
a capital of $400,000. The factory built at-Les Vallees, near Paris, 
is the result. 

This Chinese invasion of French territory, however, need no 
cause alarm to the Parisian restaurateurs. Li Ying and his asso- 
ciates, tor the present at least. propose to devote their efforts to 
concentration of foodstuffs. The |rench Agricultural Institute at 
Chesnoy, where Li Ying obtained his training, has done vegetanan- 
ism more than one service, and it appears as if China is now the 
debtor through that which the institute taught one of her sons.

THERE is reason for gratjfication at the 
steady increase of American'sales to Argen- 
tina. In 1910, it is estimated, they reached 
$42,000,000, or $8,480,000 more than in 
1908, when an increase of $12,817,500 had 
been noted since 1904. In fact, the third 
largest of the American republics is appre- 
ciating more and more, apparently, the prox- 
imity of North America and the trade oppor- 
tunities this country offers. Yet Argentina 
continues to send a much larger percentage of her own products to 
European countries than are coming to the United States. Although 
Argentina is a commercial wonderland, her principal products being 
pastoral or agricultural, forest and mineral products, Americans 
evidently have given less thought to buying than they have to 
selling there. Even the latter ambition, it may be noted, is some- 
thing comparatively recent and attributable in part to the investiga- 
tions made on behalf of the United States government. 


For exact information in regard to Argentina, no better author- 
ity can be found than the Hon. Charles H. Sherrill, the United States 
minister to that country. In a recent speech before the New York 
Chamber of Commerce, he called the Argentines the Yankees of 
the south.

essential to successful entrance in the majority of instances. Where 
competitive examinations take place exceptional qualifications are 
often in evidence. 

But does it pay to work for the government? Without work 
there can be no reward. The question of compensation is’ not 
always answered by the size of the weekly or monthly check. Aims 
and attitudes must be considered. To be merely a government 
employee and to work as zealously for the government as if the 
individual’s own interests were at stake are separate propositions. 
There is sufficient evidence that government “sinecures” are no 
longer what they used to be. Service required is commensurate 
with salary. 

But it. may be said, “So-and-so is occupying a government 
position, his salary is so much a year, but everybody knows his 
abilities could bring him more money than the government is paying 
him. Why this financial sacrifice?’ The question may be asked 
in good faith. 

It is the clerical offices that are usually involved in the answer. 
It may be true that exceptional abilities may be in evidence and 
that the compensation does not seem to be in proportion to service 
rendered. But it is equally true that the energetic employee under 
the government does not propose to remain stationary. When he 
enters on his duties he may learn that seniority does not assure 
him of promotion; but since a rule may sometimes work both ways, 
apparently he has as much right as those above him to benefit by 
his energy and find more lucrative employment nearer the top. lf 
he is without ambition and is satisfied with a routine performance 
of his task, the government clerk may very likely be left where 
he begins. 

But there are government employees who look upon their 
employment as mere stepping stones. ‘Many college graduates, 
lawyers and engineers, for instance, are anxious for such positions 
for the reason that they may lead elsewhere. Large corporations 
have discovered that where they can secure employees that have 
been in the service of the government they secure at the same time 
men who are used to discipline and accustomed to deal with large 
matters. ‘There can be no doubt that many professional men, who

Heretofore darkness has been a main 
requirement for the success of motion-picture exhibitions. But light, 
rather than darkness, symbolizes the worlds best successes; and 
soon, with the adoption of the Rothapfel method, there 1s hkely to 
be plenty of reason for proprietors of these exhibition places to 
let the light into their entertainments. , 

The new apparatus its readily attached to any motion-picture 
machine--wherein regulation films are used. A more than ordinarily 
powerful electric light passes through a series of strong projection 
lenses, throwing the pictures upon a specially prepared screen that 
is banked on all sides with black. It 1s these lenses which offset 
the deteriorating effect of illumination im the theater as usually 
noted in the dimness of the pictures. Flickering is eliminated, so 
that attention is not diverted continually trom the interesting feat- 
ures of an exhibition. Best of all, the mventor seems destined to 
realize his hope that the discovery has solved a great problem. He 
says with reason: “I believe the ‘daylight’ method will raise this 
class of show to the level where it belongs, and will make motion 
pictures of even more educational vahie to women and children 
than they have ever been in the past.”
